Gentlemen: 

The  library  contains  3,982  volume*,  exclusive  of  Government 
and  State  Reports. 

The  total  additions  to  the  library  during  the  past  year  were 
166  volumes.  Of  these,  124  were  by  purchase,  22  by  bound 
magazines,  12  by  the  Rand  fund  and  8  by  gift.  Thirty  vol- 
umes were  also  purchased  to  replace  worn-out  copies.  Eightj-- 
four  new  cards  have  been  issued.
